Throughout  all  time  nature  has  always  appe,Tletl  to  man,  and  the 
bird,  perhaps  natures  most  beautiful  creation,  carries  the  greatest  appeal. 
In  the  minds  of  mankind  the  bird  is  a  creature  of  mysterious  power.  The 
tales  of  old  and  the  fables  of  the  ]ieasants  of  today  relate  many  strange 
miracles  by  the  wirged  folk  of  the  world.  The  bird  has  been  included  in 
myths  and  legends  and  it  has  been  used  as  national  emblems.  History  is 
replete  with  stories  of  birds  as  important  tigures  in  the  world's  development. 
Down  through  the  ages  it  has  been  used  for  enrichment  of  man's  clothing, 
his  utensils,  his  shelter,  and  combined  with  his  religion — "a  beautiful  link 
with'  the  mystic  flight  of  time,  a  messenger  into  the  blue  horizon,  a  graceful 
flash  of  upward  color  toward  the  heaven."  Perhaps,  because  of  the  bird's 
power  of  flight,  its  winged  direction  toward  the  heavens,  the  bird  has  been 
used  as  a.  symbol  of  the  future. 

Symbolism  is  as  old  as  htimanity.  Man's  earliest  reply,  when  without 
audible  speech  and  written  language,  has  been  symbolic  art.  Symbolism 
enriches  every  form  of  human  expression  and  adds  to  the  joy  of  living. 
And  in  order  that  our  bool^  might  be  instructive  as  well  as  beautifvil  the 
birds  themselves  have  furnished  the  symbolism  represented  on  our  art  pages.

The  Board  of  Education  in  their  official  capacity  act  as  the  legislative 
body  for  the  Public  Schools.  On  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month  they  meet  for  regular  board  meetings.  At  this  time  they  audit  bills, 
pass  general  judgment,  and  approve  or  disapprove  upon  the  practices  of  the 
school  as  reported  by  the  superintendent.  They  also  set  up  and  determine 
policies  of  procedure  to  guide  the  superintendent  in  the  administration  of 
the  schools. 

The  enactment  of  such  a  program  involves  wisdom,  judgment,  and 
foresight,  it  being  neeessarj'-'  in  order  to  carry  on  the  school  work  to  keep 
the  school  manned  with  capable  and  satisfactory  teachers.  Buildings  must 
be  kept  in  sanitary  and  healthful  condition.  Supplies  must  be  .secured 
promptly  to  facilitate  the  general  school  work.  All  this  involves  an  annual 
expenditure  of  about  $180,000.00,  each  dollar  of  which  must  be  scanned  with 
care  to  prevent  extravagance  or  misuse  of  funds.

The  Libi-ary  iStaff  is  made  up  of  .students  who  are  making  a  study  oi' 
the  care  and  conduct  of  libraries,  and  at  the  same  time  are  helping  to  carry 
on  the  real  business  of  the  school  library,  which  is  one  of  the  ten  largest 
of  its  kind  in  the  state.  The  service  is  to  senior  and  .junior  high  school  and 
the  four  ward  schools  of  the  city. 

Few  libraries  include  their  owip  complete  bookbindery  but  this  one 
does,  which  partly  accounts  for  the  number  of  members  on  the  staff.  No 
books  have  been  sent  awaj^  to  the  bindery  for  the  last  three  years,  the 
work  being  handled  in  the  library's  own  work  room. 

The  library  is  open  to  the  school  for  eight  consecutive  hours  daily 
and  uses  an  average  of  about  three  students  an  hour,  at  least  one  being 
needed  to  assist  the  librarian  at  the  loan  desk,  and  in  times  of  heavy 
reference  work,  more. 

The  complete  time  of  service  is  two  years,  and  about  one-fourth  of  the 
staff  is  renewed  each  semester,  keeping  the  number  of  beginners  low  enough 
that  the  staff  is  able  to  function  with  efficiency  in  all  ten  departments  of 
the  work. 

Some  of  the  special  work  handled  during  this  year  has  been  post- 
inventory  work,  a  magazine  card-index,  map  index,  picture  index,  complete 
reorganization  and  enlargement  of  the  pamphlet  library,  and  preparation 
for  the  shelves  of  over  seven  hundred  supplementary  books  for  the  grades, 
and  over  three  hundred  books,  mostly  reference,  added  to  the  general 
library.  .         -:

As  nearly  all  the  members  of  the  championship  team  oft  1927  gradu- 
ated, Albion  Hig-h  School  faced  the  prospects  of  only  a  mediocre  season. 
Coach  Dorland,  however,  built  a  team  that  fought  every  moment  of  the 
season. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  season  Albion  lost  a  hard  fought  game  with 
Kalamazoo  Central  2-0.  On  the  next  Saturday  Battle  Creek  was  held  to  a 
(J  to  6  tie.  The  Red  and  White  outplayed  Battle  Creek  the  whole  game. 
Albion  played  Hillsdale  in  the  next  game.  We  were  defeated  12-0,  our  first 
football  defeat  in  two  years  of  Little  Ten  competition.  Charlotte  met  defeat 
in  our  second  Little  Ten  game  of  the  season.  Score  12-7.  In  one  of  the 
most  interesting  games  of  the  season  Coldwater  was  overcome  7  to  0.  Albion 
finished  the  season  by  losing  to  Ionia,  6-26. 

This  game  was  the  last  of  the  football  season  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
team  was  suspended  from  the  Michigan  Interscholastic  Athletic  Association. 
As  a  result  the  annual  game  with  our  traditional  rival  Marshall  had  to  be 
cancelled. 

At  the  close  of  the  season  Captain  Wagoner  and  Magnotta  were 
placed  on  the  All  Conference  team  at  center  and  guard  respectively.

As  graduation  had  completely  wrecked  the  championship  team  of  1928, 
the  followers  of  the  Red  and  White  cage  team  did  not  look  forward  to  a 
highly  successful  season.  While  the  season  was  not  as  successful  as  the 
previous  one,  Coach  Dorland  developed  a  team  which  held  the  respect  of 
all  its  rivals  and  it  never  went  down  in  defeat  v/ithout  doing  its  very  best. 

With  only  two  veterans  back  as  a  nucleus  for  his  team,  Dorland  shaped 
a  cpiintet  which  won  six  out  of  fourteen  games.  While  this  record  may  not 
look  so  imposing,  at  least  five  of  the  defeats  were  decided  by  one  or  two 
point  margins.     Albion  outseored  its  opponents  251  to  235. 

No  team  was  defeated  by  the  Dorlandmen  more  than  once,  however 
only  Marshall  was  able  to  gain  a  verdict  over  Albion  twice  or  more  times. 
Single  victories  were  counted  over  Eaton  Rapids.  East  Lansing,  Coldwater, 
Marshall,  Hillsdale,  and  Tekonsha.  The  following  took  the  measure  of  the 
Red  and  White  once :  Bast  Lansing,  Hillsdale,  C'okhvater,  Charlotte,  and 
Mason.  Marshall  turned  us  back  three  times  during  the  year.  The  final 
game  of  the  year  was  played  at  Kresge  Gj'mnasium  with  the  county  seaters 
and  as  usual  in  the  District  Tournament  we  were  defeated.  In  the  conference 
race  five  games  were  won  and  a  like  number  lost.  The  "Little  Ten"  champ- 
ionship was  awarded  to  East  Lansing. 

The  leading  scorer  of  the  season  was  Stevenson,  who  was  shifted  from 
running  guard  to  forward.

Her 
programs  are  vivid,  delightful  and  authorative,  and  gained  added  prestige 
from  a  recent  successful  European  tour. 

The  two  presented  a  most  interestijig  program  to  both  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School. 

RALPH  P.  ROBINSON 

Mr.  Robinson,  who  was  the  chief  assistant  on  the  Donald  B.  Mac  Millan 
expedition,  which  spent  fifteen  months  on  the  west  and  south  coasts  of  Baffin 
Land,  gave  a  very  interesting  lecture  on  the  Eskimo,  illustrated  throughout 
with  stereoptical  slides  chosen  from  the  best  received  in  all  the  expeditions. 

His  manaier  of  speaking  was  direct,  easy  and  informal,  and  he  held 
the  attention  and  interest  of  the  whole  student  body. 


EUGENE  LAURANT 

The  Junior  and  Senior  Higli  School  was  well  pleased  and  entertained 
with  Laurant's  performance.  He  displayed  the  arts  and  ingenuity  of  both 
ancient  and  modern  conjurers.  Hindu  magic,  the  craft  of  the  ancient  Chinese, 
together  with  modern  American  illusions  and  mysteries,  followed  each  other 
with  startling  rapidity. 
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HAROLD  A.  LORING 

Mr.  Loring  spoke  about  "Indian  Music  and  Customs."  In  his  lecture 
he  told  briefly  of  the  part  each  song  plays  in  the  tribal  life  of  the  Indians. 
Mr.  Loring  made  no  effort  to  idealize  the  songs  and  customs  of  the  red  race, 
but  rather  presented  them  to  the  audience  exactly  as  the  Indians  themselves 
feel  aiKl  sing  them.  He  is  the  recognized  auth(n"ity  on  the  North  American 
Indian,  his  music,  customs,  and  history. 

DONALD  E.  KEYHOE 

Mr.  Keyhoe  is  a  noted  flyer — a  Marine  Corps  officer,  retired — a  rec- 
ognized aviation  au^thority. 

He  spoke  to  the  students  on  the  "Spirit  of  Aviation."  He  was  aide 
to  Colonel  Charles  A.  Lindbergh  on  his  national  tour  last  year  and  he  told 
manj'  interesting  stories  of  his  association  with  the  great  flyer. 

His  successful  series  of  magazine  articles  just  completed,  and  his  dis- 
tinguished service  in  the  Marine  Corps,  gave  added  interest  to  his  lecture. 

HILTON  IRA  JONES 

Dr.  Hilton,  Ir.a  Jones  is  a  fellow  of  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science,  the  Chemical  Society  (London),  a  member  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society.  He  is  a  research  worker  of  marked  ability  and 
a  frequent  contributor  to  leading  scientific  publicatior»s. 

He  presented  a  very  interesting  and  beneficial  lecture  on  "Science 
and  tlie  Future." 

"SAFETY  FIRST" 

This  year  Mr.  H.  0.  Rounds.  Director  of  Safety  and  Traffic  Division, 
of  the  Detroit  Automobile  Club,  appeared  before  Albion  High  School  students 
for  the  second  time.  He  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  everyone,  in  a  very 
forcible  manner  the  necessit\'  of  obeying  all  traffic  rules  and  regulations.
